Mr. George stated that he had never been approached 
by any Soviet national and he knew of no other employees 
of the Exhibit of his acquaintance having been approached 
in such a manner which would Indicate compromise on his 
or their part or of a nature which w’ould not have been 
in the best interest of the United States. 

Mr. George stated that the only unusual incident 
was when a young male Russian, claiming to be a student 
architect, approached him and several of his colleagues 
on a Moscow street. This unknown Russian tried to engage 
in conversation with them stating he knex-j they were architects. 
Mr. George advised that he nex'-er learned how this young 
Soviet knew that he and his collea-gues xjere in fact architects, 
and he never saw nor heard of the young Russian again.
